Hodges, ut present with

’ooard, will ’n a few months become 
commissioner ’;.f immigration of the 
Southern Commercial Congress. In the 
interval, ho will co-oi)erate with S n- 
ator F'letcher and Managing Director 
Dawe, in organizing to successfully 
carry out tihe del’cate task thus as­ 
signed to him by the executive ccm- 
mittee. Mr. Hodges is in complete 
sympathy with the 
Soiifhern 
Com­ 
mercial congress in its repeated dec­ 
larations that the lands of the South 
would better remain empty than bring 
on a Second racial problem. In a writ­ 
ten commun’cation to the Executive 
Committee, 'Mr. Hodges says: 
“There is a pressing demand now 
in the South for skilled Industiial 
laborers, as well for unskilled work­ 
men, who can be relied on, and w’ao 
will not further complicate our negro 
problem. 
“ I would advocate, however, that 
the energy of the Southern Commer­ 
cial Congress be 
directed 
towards 
turning agriculturalists towards the 
South. The large tracts of land which 
4tre now lying idle throughout the 
South should be placed in condition 
to produce not only subsistence for 
the army of workers who will be at­ 
tracted to the region in quest of tm - 
ploym?nt as our industrial develop­ 
ment continues, but also to furnish 
the raw' cotton, tobacco, sugar cane, 
and the other commodities which our 
own mills and factories will reeiuire 
outside of the exiwrt demands. While 
This may be made the main work ’..i 
the congress for the present, I do 
not mean to say that the demand for 
industrial lal>orers aud skilled artl- 
an.s should* b. overlooked, -for I be­ 
lieve that as far as it is practical un 
effort should be Exerted to supplv 
this need. But as these latter clas-.e- 
are seldom permanent settlers in anj
